Judge Anderson said after the evi­ 
dence of the government had been in­

the

probably 
would be compelled to elect on what 
conspiracy count it would stand 
The 
motion to consolidate the thirty-two 
dynamite cases, 
in 
each 
of which 
there are fifty-four defendants, was 
made by United States Attorney Mil­ 
ler. 
Judge Anderson said as he was as­ 
sured by the district attorney in court 
that the evidence in all the conspiracy 
cases would be the same and that the 
evidence to support the other indict­ 
ments would be admissible under the 
conspiracy Indictments, the consolida­ 
tion of all the cases into one seemed 
to be the better plan.

“hitch” In the plan, leading to some 
argument and deliberation before the 
court ordered the consolidation.
